HOMESTEADERS ASK REDUCTION 
ON ASSESSMENT 


Appeal of desert homesteaders for 
a reduction on the assessment plac- 
ed on their possessory interest in 
government land in Mirage and Vic- 
tor Valleys and at Baldy Mesa, was 
presented yesterday by a large num- 
ber of residents of the region 

Attorney Isaac Jones of Ontario 
the appeal for the homestead- 
ers They declared they have not 
worked out their problems in the 
region in which they are blazifig”’ the 
way in agricultural Pevelopment, and 
that the assessment should only be 
nominal. They did not oppose pay- 
ing taxes but took the position that 
they should not be required to pay 
more than a nominal tax because of 
the fact they have yet to prove they 
can make a success of their ventures. 

The assessor's office opposed any 
suggestion that the possessory inter- 
est should not be taxed, and was 
pointed out by T. M. Gilbert, deputy,

to develop, to escape paying their 
portion of the tax necessary to aid 
in the development.

How Much Will Shoe Prices Drop? 








From a letter by John C. Roberts, General 
Manager Friedman-Shelby Branch of the Inter- 
national Shoe Co.: 


The causes for high prices in all commodities 
are not due to national conditions but are world 
wide, and the only remedy is in the restoration 
ot the world to normal conditions of production 
and distribution. 


Lower hide prices produce lower leather prices, 
but not in the same ration; for the 100% increase 
in labor together with the 400% to 500% in- 
crease in tanning material are such important 
factors in converting hides into leather that they 
must be reckoned with, 


To look for shoe prices to reach the low level 
of 1914 seems as illogical, as it would be to ex 
pect “dollar wheat,” “fifty cent corn” or “ten 
cent. cotton.” There are certain fundamental rea- 
sons why shoe prices cannot drop to the old 
basis now or in the near future. 

The enormous inflation of the money of the 
world has cheapened the dollar, pound, mark 
etc. The billions of new paper money issued by 
the leading nations has-lessened the purchasing 
power of money and there should be no consid- 
eration of the question of commodity prices 
without sufficient estimation of this importan: 
factor. 


There has been some price cutting by retailers, 
In some cases this was the result of excess 
stock, in other cases the money market forced 
the liquidation of merchandise, in other cases the 
retailer became stampeded by the thoughtless 
and somewhat sensational reports in the news- 
papers. However, in our opinion, the retailer 
may find that he cannot later replace the mer- 
chandise that he has sacrificed at the prices at 
which he sold it.

$1.50; and if he has paid $3.50 for the pair of 
shoes he does not make a cent, and if he has 
paid $3.60 he is 10 cents short and does not get 
enough margin to cover expenses of doing 
business.

WASTED ENERGY OF THE SUN 


Only a Minute Fraction of Its Tremen- 
dous Heat Strikes the Earth and 
Becomes Useful. 

A digression on the energy of the 
past sun may be permitted. All that 
the earth has caught, for all the mil- 
Wons of years that it has existed, is 
the merest fraction of what the sun 
fas radiated in the same time, accord- 
img to a lecture by Sir Oliver Lodge, 
reported in the Scientific American. 

The earth to the sun ts like a print- 
er’s full stop at a distance of ten feet 
from a halfpenny. Some“of the radia- 
tion from a globe one inch in diameter 
falls on the spot one one-hundredth 
fmch in diameter ten feet away, but 
that little speck only catches the hun- 
dred and fifty millionth part of the 
whole. What has become of the rest 
of the solar energy? It must still be 
careering through space. The ether is 
perfectly transparent and only when it 
encounters matter will the radiation 
be mopped up and turned into heat. 

Not our sun only, but all the mil- 
liorls of other suns, have likewise been 
always pouring out radiation into 


space. Is there any hope of catching 
and utilizing it? I trow not. In spite 
of all this constant flood of energy 


Space is cold; very near absolute zero, 
The reservoir is so enormous that all 
these taps, running for ages, have 
made no impression on it, have not 
raised the level a perceptible amount. 


HISTORY REVEALED BY NAMES 


By Them It Is Possible to Ascertain 
What Races Have Inhabited 
Different Districts. 

In the earliest days of the human 
family, all known persons, places and 
groups of human beings must have 
had names by which they were recog- 


. nized. 


The study of these names and their 
survival in civilization enables us of- 
ten to ascertain what races inhabited 
districts now peopled by those of en- 
tirely different speech. 








The names of mountains and rivers 


im many parts of England, for tn- 


stance, are Celtic. 

Ancient local names are, as a rule. 
purely descriptive. A river is called 
by some word which merely signifies 
“the water,” a mountain may have 
& name which means “the peak,” “the 
castle,” “the point.” 

Hnglish place names generally state 
some simple fact, and often denote 
no more than property; the name of 
a town or hamlet being formed by 
adding “ton” or “ham” to the name 
of some early lendholder, 

Quite often a bit of even half-hu- 
morous description will survive in 
such a name, as when a stony, starved 
and weedy district is called Starvacre. 





Parisian Mementoes of Napoleon. 

The statue of Henri of Navarre on 
the Pont Neuf, the oldest bridge in 
Paris, is a memento of Napoleon, for 
it was cast from the bronze of the em- 
peror’s statue which was torn from 
the top of the Vendome column in 
1814. This column was erected to 
honor the victories of the great sol- 
dier, his martial deeds being depicted 
ip a spiral strip which covers the sur- 
fwce of the pillar. His figure, in the 
robes of a Roman emperor, has since 
been placed at the top. The Exchange 
bridge was erected by Napoleon and 
stfll bears his monogram, the arches. 
The famous colonnades of the Louvre 
@strict are his work. He designed 
them in memory of his native Corsica, 
where that type of architecture is 
common. 








“Rent Free” Fouses 
At Liewelyn, Pa., there are 60 empty 
houses, which for years have stood un- 
tenanted, a veritabie deserted village 
in the beautiful valley of the West 
Branch of Chester creek. Even the 
war with its demands, failed to repeo- 
ple the town. About a month ago some 
ef the houses were rented and a jitney 
line was established between the town 
and Chester. Still there remained 60 
houses that were fast going into decay 
by reason of not being occupied. The 
ewners conceived the idea of having 
the properties fixed up by giving them 
rent free to workmen who would repair 
them and take care of them. The only 
stipulations made in selecting tenants 
are that they be respectable and thrif- 
ty people whe will take pride in main- 
taining ead the houses and 
thet they agree to =eke all repairs at 
their own expense. :

fishing tackle. They are able to pick 
up the live wire because of the rubber 
gkloves they wear, 

“Did you know that these gloves are 
today made according to rigid speetfi- 
cations completely standardized, and 
that no purchasing agent dare buy rab- 
ber gloves until he has thoroughly 
tested them? No glove can be marked 
with the manufacturer's name or with 
the size In such a manner as to injore 
it in any way. The gloves must each 
be more than 14 Inches long and the 
average thickness not less than 60,06 
inch, They must have a_ tenstle 
strength of 1,200 pounds per square 
inch and bear having two inches of 
their surface stretched to 12 tnches 
without a rupture, The gloves must 
be capable of withstanding the appli-

Unnecessary to Graft Skin. 
When much skin is destroyed in| 
burns. a common resort is skin graft, | 
applied either in small isolated patches 
to grow gradually over the surface, or 
in pieces up to two or three inches 
square to cover a large portion or all 
of the wound. At a recent medical 
meeting, Dr. E. G. Beck of Chicago 
called attention to a process of culture 
by which skin may be made to grow 
without grafting, even over large sur- 
faces. As the wound heals the granu- 
lations at the edge of the spreading 
fresh skin place an elevated barrier in 
{ts way and if these granujations are 
removed as often as every 24 hours 
the patient’s own skin is given a 
chance and may be watched spreading 
over the entire surface. A protective 
covering of paraffin often promotes the 
replacement of skin without grafting.

Encourage the Swallow. 

If you want to free the neighbor- 
hood of mosquitoes encourage swallows 
to make themselves at home, says the 
American Forestry association of 
Washington. These birds feed almost 
entirely upon obnoxious insects and 
they will do much toward protecting 
orchards and other trees from insect 
pests. No better investment can be 
made, therefore, than some houses set 
out for martins and other swallows. Of 
the blué swallows the purple martin is 
the largest, the male being entirely 
blue above and below, while the female 
is blue above with a gray breast. Swal- 
lows are highly migratory, most of 
them spending the winter in South 
America. 


Scientific Triumph. 

Students of the Carnegie Institute 
of Technology in Pittsburgh placed a 
radio transmitter in Central hall to 
send out the music of an orchestra 
playing in the hall to scores of radio 
students in the district listening in. 
Professor Rath, hearing the music in 
the experiment station of the univer- 
sity, half a mile away, succeeded by 
the use of a magnavox—an instrument 
to increase the sound from a radio 
receiver—-and two strings of electric 
wires, in passing it on a half-mile to 
the Heinz house, where students 
danced to it.

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‘TO PRISON FOR WITCHCRAFT Ea 


Canadian Authorities Revive Ancient 
Statute That Will Appear Absurd to 


Modern Understanding. 

It has been a little more than 200 
years since anyerre was cenvicted of 
witchcraft on this continent, says the 
Columbus Dispatch, and we supposed 
that there would never again be any 
more convictions. But. it seems that 
such prosecutions have been revived, 
for here comes a report from a Cana- 
dian court to the effect that a young 
woman over there has lately been sen- 
tenced to prison for “practicing witch- 
craft,” for all the world like the ac- 
cusations that used to be filed against 
people in this country. 

The young woman in this case 
claimed to be able to tell who commit- 
ted a certain theft in her neighborhood. 
She said a farmer’s oats had been 
stolen by a man and a boy; that they 
drove a bay mare, and proceeded west- 
ward after the robbery, and that they 
would be found at a certain place, 
about 40 miles away. The officers 
found her story to be true, and ar- 
rested the parties who robbed the 
farmer, but as the young woman who 
gave the information was in no po- 
sition to know the facts she related 
except through communing with “the 
spirits,” people began talking about 
her being a witch, with the result that 
an ancient statute was invoked and
